ALL CITY-COUNTY 
PETITION NAMES 
MAY BE INVALID 


1952 Opinion of State 
Attorney General 
Cited — 2084 Signa- 
tures Short. 


All the 36,000 signatures ob- 
tained on petitions seeking ap- 
pointment of a board of free- 
holders to draft a plan for city- 
county governmental co-opera- 
tion may be held invalid and 
an entirely new set of s 
tures required, the _Post-Dis- 
patch was told yesterday. 

This possibility arose when 
the St. Louis County Election 
Board announced last week that 
the signatures filed in the 
county were 2084 short of the 
7760 needed. 

Under an opinion given by 
the Missouri Attorney General 
in 1952, supplementary peti- 
tions cannot be circulated to 
make up the shortage of sig- 
natures. Furthermore, the fail- 
ure to obtain sufficient valid 
signatures in the county would 
invalidate the city signatures. 

If the ruling stands, the 
Citizens’ Committee for City- 
County Co-ordination, which 
obtained 13,340 signatures in 
the county and 22,656 in St. 
Louis, would have to start al] 
over again circulating petitions. 

City Requested Opinion. 

In March 1952 the St. Louis 
Election Board asked the At- 
torney General's office, then 
headed by J. E. Taylor, if an 
entirely new set of petitions 
would have to bé filed for 
establishment of a board of 
freeholders for a Metropolitan 
Sewer District after it was 
found the petitions on file were 
2562 names short of the re- 
quired 10,245 in the city. 

Taylor, interpreting section 
30A, Article VI, of the Missouri 
Constitution, 1945, said the 
petitions “must be filed as one 
instrument and the filing of 
additional signatures should not 
be permitted.” 

John J. Cole, chairman of the 
County Election Board, told the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday that he 
will ask the board’s counsel and 
the Attorney General’s office 
for an opinion before certifying 
the petitions by the Citizens 
Committee for City-County Co- 
ordination if the committee 
presents additional signatures. 

Cole said he was not familiar 
with the prior ruling by the 
Attorney General. The Post- 
Dispatch was told this was the 
only opinion ever given by the 
Attorney General’s office on 
this point and there are no 
court decisions on the matter. 

H. Jackson Daniel, attorney 
and co-chairman of the city- 
county committee, said he did 
not believe the committee's ef- 
forts were jeopardized by the 
eounty election board’s finding 
that the number of signatures 
is 2084 short. 

Have Not Finished Filing. 

“We have not finished our 
filing yet,” he stated. “What we 
intend to bring are not supple- 
mental petitions but a part of 
the whole. 

“To constitute a single filing 
it would not. be necessary to 
have all signatures on one sheet 
of paper—an absurdity—or to 
file the signatures at the same 
moment.”

The condemnation was a key 
provision of a 37-nation resolu- 
tion approved in a special meet- 
ing of the Assembly. The vote, 
which came after four days of 
debate, was 60 in favor, 10 
against and 10 abstaining. 

The only negative votes were 
cast by the nine Soviet bloc 
countries and Yugoslavia. Those 
abstaining were Afghanistan, 
Ceylon, Egypt, Finland, India, 
Indonesia, Nepal, Saudi Arabia, 
Syria and Yemen. South Africa 
was absent. 

The result was a smashing 
victory for the United States. 
The United States delegation 
had taken ‘he lead in lining up 
support behind the resolution 
and in resisting attempts by 
several Asian nations to tone it 
down. 

Supports Committee Report. 

.The resolution placed the 
Assembly squarely behind the 
U.N.’s five-member committee 
of inquiry which had indicted 
the Soviet Union and the Hun- 
garian regime of Janos Kadar 
for mass deportations and in- 
discriminate slaughter in put- 
ting down last fall’s uprising. 

It called on the Russians and 
the Kadar government to 
“desist” from the repressions, 
and it named the Assembly 
president, Prince Wan Wai- 
thayakon of Thailand, as spe- 
cial representative to carry on 
the U.N.’s efforts to aid the 
Hungarian people. 

Prince Wan, who promptly 
accepted the mandate, said to- 
night he wants to go to Moscow 
and Budapest to negotiate. Hun- 
gary was cool to the idea of ad- 
mitting him to its territory. 

Prince Wan told a television 
inverviewer he thinks the spe- 
cial representative should play 
a diplomatic role. He said that 
means “negotiations with the 
powers concerned—in this case, 
the Soviet Union and Hungary.”

accept or reject students. 

Bryan acted after two days 
of hearings in which attorneys 
for the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People asked him to enforce 
his 1956 ruling ordering inte- 
gration of Arlington county 
schools. 

Placement Law at Issue. 

County and state officials had 
requested that the original in- 
tegration ruling be dissolved on 
the grounds that Virginia's pu- 
pil placement law had divested 
the school board of power to 
enroll students. 

Judge Bryan ruled that “‘sub- 
mission to the pupil placement 
law amounts almost to an assent 
to a racially segregated school.” 
He said students “cannot fairly 
be required” to sign placement 
forms. 

Six of the seven students 
turned away from the schools 
had not filled out the forms. 
The seventh had done so, but 
it was contended he had filled 
it out “improperly.” 

The decision was the first test 
of the controversial law in a 
case in which a Negro student 
had filled out the placement 
forms and then been denied ad- 
mission to a white school. The

Faubus appealed at the same 
time to the federal judiciary 
and the Justice Department to 
act “with understanding and 
patience” in implementing inte- 
gration programs.

Reported Faubus Plan. 

(The United Press said it had 
been informed that Faubus had 
presented a compromise to the 
President under which integra- 
tion of the Little Rock schools 
would be delayed for a year- 
long cooling off period. In re- 
turn, it was said, Faubus of- 
fered to co-operate fully to 
help prepare the people af 
Little Rock for integration. 

(Tne President was said to 
have listened to Faubus’s plan 
without making any commit- 
ments. He made no reference 
to it in his statement.) 

“IT am sure it is the desire of 
the Governor not only to ob- 
serve the supreme law of the 
land, but to use the influence 
of his office in orderly progress 
of the plans which are already 
the subject of the order of the 
court,” the President said in 
his statement. 

The Governor, on his part, 
stressed the hope the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the federal 
judiciary “will act with under- 
standing and patience in dis- 
charging their duties” to im- 
lement the Supreme Court de- 
cision that public school segre- 
gation is unconstitutional.

HEATING HOMES 
TO COST MORE 


It is going to cost more to 
heat homes this winter than it 
did last year, a survey showed 
yesterday. 

West Virginia smokeless coal 
'is up about $1 a ton as a result 
of a freight increase and rises 
in miners’ wages since last fall. 
Stoker coal is generally about 
50 cents higher. 

Heating oil, now about a half- 
cent a gallon higher than last 
year, is not likely to go any 
higher for the time being be- 
cause of large stocks on hand, 
dealers said. The present level, 
14.9 cents a gallon, is, some- 
what lower than the price after 
the Suez crisis late last winter. 

Laclede Gas Co. officials see 
no prospect of a rise in gas 
heating rates this season. The 
rate is the same 2s last winter, 
but there is little hope that the 
28,000 homeowners who have 
applied for gas will get it this 
winter, they say. 

Some persons who are buy- 
ing fireplace wood from itiner- 
ant sellers are paying consider- 
ably more than they need to, 
one dealer said.

Hollister sought several 
months ago to win State De- 
partment approval of a strong 
condemnation of the use of for- 
eign loan funds to finance in- 
dustrial and mining enterprises 
in underdeveloped countries. 

State Department officials 
demurred. With the full sup- 
port of Under Secretary of | 
State for Economic Affairs C. 
Douglas Dillon—a partner in 
the New York investment bank- 
ing firm of Dillon Read & Co. 
—they maintained that the 
United States has rarely loaned 
money for state-owned indus- 
trial operations—but must re- 
main free to do so when it is 
in this country’s national in- 
terest. 

Watered-Down Directive. 

A watered-down

Hollister then successfully pte-

The usual split in the major 
Mideastern oil bargains up to 
now has been 50-50—half for 
the oil firm and half for the oil 
country. 

The Rome-Tehran deal has 
worried Britain especially. The 
Iraqi Petroleum Co. is one of 
its last great oil investments 
left in the area. LP.C. is bound 
under its agreement with Iraq 
to match any better terms ob- 
tained by other Middle Eastern 
oil-producing countries. Right 
now it operates the 50-50 profit- 
sharing arrangement. 

The Italian-Iranian combine’s 
concession is to explore and 
develop three areas of Iran 
where oil is suspected. One is 
offshore at the head of the Per- 
sian Gulf and concerns the Per- 
sian continental shelf, the sec- 
ond is in the Zagros mountains 
and the third is on the south- 
eastern coast. 

The Italian element in the 
combine is the Italian State Oil 
Corp., headed by Enrico Mat- 
tei. The Iranian element is the 
National Iranian Oil, which also 
is state-owned. 

Outwardly the two countries 
maintain the 50-50 profit-shar- 
ing principle. But in reality the 
principle fades away because 
the joint company, automatical- 
ly, pays half its profits in taxes 
to the Tehran government and 
only then shares the balance. 

There are several other com- 
plicated provisions to deal 
which makes it unusual among 
modern Middle Eastern oil bar- 
gains. Iran for instance will put 
up half the capital—but only 
after seven years when the 
Italians would have established 
if there is oil to produce.

BANGKOK, Thailand, Sept. 
14 (AP)—Police Gen. Phao Sri- 
yand resigned today as chief of 
the Thai police and director of 
the information department. It 
was another setback for Thai- 
land’s pro-Western government. 

Until recently Premier Pibul 
Songgram had united the na-

rit, in his government. 

Sarit resigned as Defense 
Minister Aug. 21 and left the 
government Seri Manangasili 
party.

-Washington’s tough stand of a week ego 
has been turned to advantage by these 
Egyptian and Syrian propagandists to fit 
into the picture they have drawn of an 
evil America thwarting the aspirations of 
indepéndent Arab nationalism. 

The broadcasts have given special at- 
tention to the final sentence of Dulles’s 
statement issued at the White House 
after the conference last Saturday: 
“The President expressed the hope that 
the international Communists would not 
push Syria into an act of aggression 
against her neighbors and that the peo- 
ple of Syria would act ‘to allay the 
anxiety caused by recent events.” 

This appeal to “the people of Syria” 
has been interpreted in Cairo and Damas- 
cus as a call for a revolt ggainst their 
present pro-Soviet government, an inter- 
pretation that is welcoreed by America’s 
enemies and plausible to many of its 
friends. 

Warnings from half-Christian Leba- 
non, most Western of all the Arab 
states, must have been especially per- 
suasive. Foreign Minister Charlies Malik 
was reported to have told Henderson 
that Lebanon would stand with Syria 
against any attempt te change Syria’s 
government by force and that the im- 
portant thing was to réduce tension. 
King Saud of Saudi Arabia is said to 
have shared the view that force must be 
avoided and tension reduced. 

“Tension,” although intangible, is a very 
real force in international politics. It also 
is subject to manipulation, as a tool to 
help push a foreign policy. 

The latest surge of tension in the Mid- 
die East began a few weeks ago when 
Russia granted new military aid to Syria 
and negotiated a big new program of as- 
sistance for Syrian economic development. 
The new Russian aid fits in with Russia’s 
drive toward greater influence in the Mid- 
die East. The timing of the increase in 
tension may well have anticipated the de- 
bate in the United Nations General. As- 
sembly on the Soviet suppression of the 
Hungarian revolt last fall. If not an 
effort to divert attention from the U.N. 
debate on Hungary, the new Soviet push 
in Syria certainly had that effect. As it

United States policy deliberately tries to 
avoid the Arab-Israeli dispute. The fact 
is, however, that the Palestine controversy 
means more to most Arabs than does the 
world struggle between East and West. 


Russia, unrestrained by any scruples 
in the matter, has gained propaganda . 
advantage by condemning Israel and sid- 
ing with the Arabs. 

The United States also tries to ride the 
fence with respect to the Baghdad pact, 
the anti-Communist alliance joining Great 
Britain with Turkey, Iraq, Iran and Pakis- 
tan. Members of the pact, particularly 
Turkey and Iraq, feel strongly that the 
United States should join, arguing that it 
was not enough to have affiliated with the 
organization's military, economic and anti- 
subversion committees. The Turks and 
Iraqis contend that full American member- 
ship in the pact would bring in Jordan 
and Lebanon and do more than anything 
else to strengthen their pro-Western 
regimes against pro-Soviet subversion.

Still another guarantee of the Bill of Rights 
protects the citizen’s life, liberty and property 
against invasion unless by due process of law. 

Can it be that young Americans are turning 
their backs on these provisions of the Consti- 
tution? If they. are, they are beginning to re- 
ject the very glory of our system which has 
made this nation great. For our greathess lies 
not in factories and fields, in mines and build- 
ings, but in what we have believed and how we 
heve app'ied it in our everyday lives. 

But if the students do not cherish the Bill of 
Rishts in the year 1°57—just 170 years after the 
Founding Fathers drew up the Constitution in 
Philadec}phia—it is not their fault.

Planning Against Inflation 

Not much ‘has been heard from Secretary of 
the Treasury Robert B. Anderson since he took 
over the post held for four years by George M. 
Humphrey. It is a pleasure to note that his 
first widely publicized action moves very much 
in the right direction. He announces the for- 
mation of a top-level administrative group to 
consult in @ continuing fight against inflation. 

Under the plan, said to have originated with 
the new Secretary, he will meet regularly with 
Federal Reserve Chairman William McChesney 
Martin Jr., Chairman Raymond J. Saulnier of 
the President's Council of Economic Advisers, 
and Dr. Gabriel Hauge, the President’s personal 
economic assistant, to function as a “general 
staff” for the war against inflation. 

As Secretary Anderson must know, Washing- 
ton is a densely populated graveyard for co- 
ordinating committees of this type. .The high- 
level board that is set up in a fine flush of 
enthusiasm in September can wither away by 
January, its meetings attended by third or 
fourth rank surrogates and its activities lost in 
bureagcratic limbo. 

So the Secretary's problem will be not to set 
up the anti-inflation general staff but to keep 
it going—to make it function significantly. We 
wish him every success. As,inflationary pres- 
sures are unremitting, so must the fight to 
counteract them be carried on steadily.

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Barging Ahead 

Mark Twain wouldn't know the place. Even 
Richard Bissell, the novelist and towboat pilot 
who did his stretch on the Mississippi river only 
a few years ago, would scarcely recognize some 
of the new barges today, For a lot of imagina- 
tion—brand new imagination, as modern as the 
imagination that produced jet airliners — is 
going into the river barge, determining both 
what it shall carry and how. 

Sulphur 350 degrees hot and liquefied 
methane gas 258 degrees cold are alike being 
transported in barges on the nation’s water- 
ways. Anhydrous ammonia is carried under 250 
pounds pressure. Towboats are equipped with 
radar, ship-to-shore telephone, and air-condi- 
tioned quarters for the crew. A single barge 
may cost as much as’ $260,000, whereas up to 
near the time of the Second World War the 
costliest barge was around $20,000. 

The modern barge not only hauls more things 
than its ancestors ever dreamed of hauling. It 
introduces modernized ways of taking on and 
discharging cargo, as in the case of cement, 
which, mixed with air, is pumped in, pumped 
out. Bulk and package freight can be carried 
in the same barge by compartmentation. Even 
the ordinary barge carries as much freight as 
24 railroad cars, but an improved petroleum 
tank barge holds as much as 68 railroad tank 
cars. What will they think of next? 

Whatever they think of, they'll put it on the 
inland waterways—on the Missouri and the 
Monongahela, the Ohio and Tennessee and 
Mississippi.

“THE COMING CAESARS” is 
described on the jacket as “a challeng- 
ing interpretation of America's destiny 
in the light of world history,” and it is 
just that, If the thesis that M.,de Rien- 
court propounds is true then the days of 
American greatness, measured in spirit- 
ual rather than material terms, are num- 
bered; they have, in fact, virtually run 
Out, because freedom is no longer the 


Gominant note of that greatness. :

~@f history which employs the words 
_ @©ulture and Civilization in a special dis- 


tinctive way. They are used in the sense 
of youth followed by maturity, that is, 
of organic succession, Culture predomi- 
nates in young societies and represents 
a new world outlook. It implies original 
creation of new values, of new religious 
symbols and artistic styles, new intel- 
lectual ideas, new sciences. 

Civilization, on the other hand, rep- 
resents the crystallization on a gigantic 
scale of the preceding Culture’s deepest 
thoughts and greatest achievements. It 
spreads over a large part of the earth’s 
surface and ends in a universal state 
under the rule of a Caesar. 


THE THESIS has the simplicity of 
a mathematical formula. The author sees 
a virtually exact parallel between the 
way in which the civilization of Imperial 
culture of 


civilization out of European culture, and 
from this parallel he draws but one 
conclusion: Caesarism like that of the 
Roman emperors lies directly ahea 
for America. ' 
Caesarism, he is careful to explain, is 
not dictatorship of the Fascist variety; it 
it is not the result of one man’s overrid- 
ing ambition. It is rather a slow, uncon- 
scious development that ends in a vol- 
untary surrender of a free people to 


one autocratic master. 


This is what is happening in our world 


today, says this French writer, and he 
points as proof to the tremendous in- 
crease in the relative power of America 


in the Western world and to the equally 
great increase in the power of the Presi- 
dent within America. He sees this latter 
development in particular, brought about 


by the growth of democrdcy and the | 


many political, military and economic 
emergencies through which the nation 
has passed in the last 100 years, as 
leading straight to Caesarism — with 
almost no hope of any other outcome.

MISSOURI’S FAMOUS AU-

One is absorbed into the lazy, fly-twitch- 
ing life of the main street on hot after- 
noons: The loafing cow-pokes whittling 
in front of the store or spitting into saw- 
dust filled spittoons in the saloons, the 


uneasy but slowly relaxing conviviality 


of an old-time taffy-pull, the shuffling 
Indians from Slattown and the heavily 
ladened freighters headed for Denver. 


THERE ARE GENUINE pictures 
of the seamy side too: The fierce, even 
belligerent insistence of the people that 
their own rough-and-ready democracy 
prevail; the gangs that “hurrah” the 
towns and break into homes for pure 
devilment; the lawlessness inside and 
outside the law; the lynchings (in this 
case, an attempted one: Katie saves 
Cecil) on trumped-up charges; the kow- 
towing of the simple, good people to 
the outlaws and bullies. 

And there are glimpses, here and 
there, of a too little known aspect of the 
West: The British colony at Ashley 
Grange, aloof, immaculate, quietly po-

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thesis is that it places the event not 
in some indefinite, hypothetical future, 
but in the immediate present. It 
is already happening. Mr. de Riencourt 
identifies Franklin D.. Roosévelt as 
America’s Julius Caesar. “Under the 
New Deal,” he writes, “America took a 
decisive step toward Caesarism,” and he 
adds that psychological reasons favor 
this historical evolution, 


On the surface there is a certain bril- 
liant plausibility to his argument. Its 
very simplicity makes it attractive. It 
is when we come to examine his sup- 
porting proofs that we see the fallacies. 
FIRST the parallel he draws with Im- 
perial Rome is altogether too neat. Rome 
grew rich and powerful, not through 
the efforts of an enterprising, indus- 
trious people exploiting a vast, rich and 
virgin continent, but on the spoils of 
imperialistic war, and Caesarism came 
to Rome because of the resulting debase- 
ment of the Roman character and the 
growth of a slave economy. 

When he discusses America Riencourt 
describes Caesarism as the natural 
counterpart of the leveling process of 
democratic equality. But in Rome such

ALL THIS IS just background, 
though, for the story of beautiful Katie 
and her washtubs.

Julius Caesar, then we must suppose 
that Dwight D. Eisenhower, the great 
general and war hero, is the American 
Octavius, who is about to make himself 
Augustus Caesar! (Or do we have to 
wait for another war before he makes 
hig appearance?) The very thought of 
Caesar Ike, however, reduces the argu- 
ment to absurdity. 
M. DE RIENCOURT seems quite 
sure that Caesarism can come to Amer- 
fea constitutionally. The White House, 
he says, “is already the seat of the most 
powerful tribunician authority ever 
known to history. All it needs is ampli- 
fication and extension. Caesarism in 
America does not have to challenge the 
Constitution as in Rome or engage in 
civil warfare and cross any fateful Rubi- 
con. It can slip in quite naturally, 
through constitutional channels.” 


Apparently the Constitution is no 
obstacle at all to the tide of dictatorship 
that he sees sweeping America. 

If his is a typical European intellec- 
tual’s view today of America it points to 
the need for another Alexis de’ Tocque- 
ville to re-interpret us.

Especially one could 
wish that Mr. Croy had used the inter- 
national elements in his story as the 
basis for a true study in manners, in- 
stead of turning the American-in-Eng- 
land part into “The Innocents Abroad” 
and the Englishman-in-America parts 
into “Ruggles of Red Gap.” But in the 
American West, as Blunt calls it, dealing 
with native stuff, Mr, Croy is very much 
at home. 

If the book does not satisfy as a novel, 
it does satisfy, in parts, as a recreation 
of a time and place and an atmosphere 
that has gone forever. To that extent— 
a considerable one, after all—we should 
be happy that Homer Croy has added 
this one to his long list of books that 
has made reading about our Western 
frontier a delightful experience.

Questions for Billy Graham 


BILLY GRAHAM: THE PERSONAL. STORY OF THE MAN, 


HIS MESSAGE,.AND HIS MISSION, Stanley High.

WILLIAM FRANKLIN GRAHAM JR. was born 
Nov. 9, 1917, the oldest of four children, on his father’s pros- 
perous dairy farm at Charlotte, N.C. As a lad he did a lot 
of rugged work including the milking of many cows and much 
plowing. His devout parents, the father a Methodist and 
the mother a Presbyterian, sent him to high school and Bob 
Jones College. In 1940, four years after his “conversion” 
under the revival ministry of Mordecai Ham, he graduated 
from Florida Bible Institute and began preaching in earnest 
as a Bible-believing Southern Baptist. 

In that same year he conducted his first revival on his own, 
having come to be known as the “Boy Preacher.” His per- 
sonal magnetism and powers of persuasion were already quite 
evident and he might have gone on exploiting them without 
benefit of further schooling. 


THE NAME OF BILLY GRAHAM the Evangelist is 
now a household name in all the English-speaking world and 
beyond. He has literally spoken before more people and to 
bigger audiences than any person in recent history not ex- 
cluding Adolf Hitler and his captive audiences. It is esti- 
mated that 20,000,000 people listen to his Sunday afternoon 
and evening broadcast “Hour of Decision.” Unquestionably 
the Madison Avenue advertising techniques have much to do 
with his popularity but the quality of the man himself, the 
genuineness of his intention, the validity of much of what 
he proclaims comprise the ultimate explanation of his draw- 
ing power. 

He has held “crusades” In Glasgow, Toronto, London, Pari 
and in many cities of the United States, including St. Louis, 
and now he has just brought to a conclusion his great crusade 
in New York. Not once have he and his associates failed to 
draw immense crowds and to secure an impressive number 
of “decisions for Christ.” The Graham crusades including 
radio, television and the production of movies add up to big 
business in terms of money. The total enterprise is handled 
by the Billy Graham Evangelistic Association, Inc., at Min- 
neapolis, The Evangelist himself receives a salary of $15,000 
a year. Fairness demands of any and all who may think 
the whole business a big racket that they consider how all 
monies are carefully audited by C.P.A.’s and all records made 
public. 

THE SIGNIFICANT DOUBTS and questions belong 
on another plane altogether and here are some of them: ' 

1, Is any preacher of the gospel in this day justified in using 
the Bible as a one-level book citing quotations rather indis- 
criminately in support of what is assumed to be its unique 
authority in human affairs? Does not Graham’s way of using 
the Bible tend to encourage its use as a fetish? 

2. Does Graham see as clearly as we have a right to ex- 
pect the meaning of Christianity in its cultural setting? 
Some of mankind's greatest wrongs must be attacked on the 
political level, some on the economic level, many on the edu- 
cational level. The genuinely religious cannot. escape in- 
volvement in these areas, Has Graham taken sufficient pains 
to clarify our group sins and make a frontal attack on them 
and the “respectable” policy-makers who batten on their 
furtherance? 

3. The whole Billy Graham enterprise amounts to the de- 
liberate digging of a canal for the “waters of salvation” quite 
apart from the mainstream of the Church in our time, es- 
pecially the Ecumenical Movement which has in it some of 
the finest theological minds and the most dedicated spirits in 
Christendom. Is the Evangelist aware of the ultimate loss 
to be suffered at this point? 

4. Does Graham realize to what extent he is the victim 
of bigness? His success, and as a consequence of what he does 
and how he does it, the success of all organized religious enter- 
prise, is measured largely but not exclusively in terms of 
numbers.. Bigness results in this sort of thing, for instance: 
Great quantities of “problem mail” are received at Graham 
headquarters. “It falls into definite categeries, of which there 
are about 40. The substance of a reply for the problem in 
each of these categories has been prepared, given a number, 
and can be run off by pressing a button.” 

Author Stanley High has done a good journalistic job on 
Billy Graham. As a preacher’s son he obviously enjoyed writ- 
ing on such a lively subject; as an editor of “The Reader's 
Digest” he must have relished doing one of the best success 
stories of them all,

easily accessible, well-lighted galleries, 
and we have them in crowded, dimly 
lighted restaurants. At occasional out- 
door shows, which are a lot of fun but 
precarious for the artist, we -have what- 
ever the weather of the day has to offer. 


The most recent outdoor exhibition 


was held last Saturday at the Pitman 


Elementary School, in Kirkwood, and 
on Sunday in Kirkwood Park. This 
show is sponsored each year by the 
St. Louis County Art Association. Last 
spring, the Artists’ Guild put on an 
elaborate outdoor exhibition on the 
grounds of Ladue School. 


BY OCTOBER, THE shows of art 
works will be back in full cycle. The 
St. Louis area shows within the last 
year took place in a locale bounded by 
Kirkwood Park and the Ladue School 
grounds on the west, the Baden Branch 
Library on the north, the Granite City 
Library on the east, and Kiel Auditorium 
refectory on the south. These included 
several once-a-year amateur competi- 
tions. The main professional activity 
comes into view along an east-west axis 
that zigzags between Grand boulevard 
and Clayton, 

The roster of galleries where work of 
professional quality is shown in a con- 
tinuing exhibition program now com- 
prises nine locations. The main line gal- 
leries, in alphabetical order, are: 


ARTISTS’ GUILD—This building, 
at 812 Union boulevard, is owned by an 
organization of artists and art enthusi- 
asts founded in 1886. The Guild this 
year celebrates the fiftieth anniversary 


CITY ART MUSEU M—The space 
regularly available to local group shows 
is a series of three rooms, Galleries B, 
C and D in the basement. Access is by 
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stairways off each end of Sculpture Hall 
to the left. The museum exercises no 
authority over what is selected for show- 
ing here, leaving it up to artist groups 
to organize and hang their own exhibi- 
tions. The galleries were recently re- 
painted in a rosy beige, a tint that several 
artists complained has a somewhat dead- 
ening effect on paintings. Additional 
lights have been installed. Major local 
and touring exhibitions are in’ main 
galleries. 


KIRKWOOD LIBRARY —A well- 
lighted basement meeting room serves 
as gallery for shows sponsored by the 
St. Louls County Art Association. It is 
at Jefferson and Taylor avenues, Kirk- 
wood. 


MARTIN SCHWEIG— Cozy base- 
ment gallery with good lights. Small 
but select shows of modern works are 
shown here at fairly frequent intervals. 
At 4657 Maryland avenue, 


MONDAY CLUB — Large dining 
room of club quarters at 33 South Maple 
avenue, Webster Groves, doubles as gal- 
lery for monthly exhibitions. 


PEOPLE’S ART CENTER— 
United Fund agency at 3657 Grandel 
Square, Victorian period former dwell- 
ing attractively adapted to art displays. 
Work of professional staff members and 
students is displayed in one-man and 
group shows. 


THREE ARTS SHOP — Periodic 
well-organized shows share wall space 
with books and other goods at 6501 
Delmar boulevard. 


WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 
—Regular succession of exhibitions in 
Givens Hall Gallery and Brookings Hall 
south corridor; special emphasis on 
paintings, sculptures and prints of mod- 
ern and avant garde movements. In- 
genious arrangements in tight space. 
In addition to these galleries, space is 
made available for exhibitions on an 
occasional basis at several places that 
are quite varied in character but which 
perform noteworthy service for artists. 


The refectory of Kiel Auditorium is 
the scene of at least one group show a 
year. The lighting is just so-so, but the 
wall space is ample, and Opera House 
patrons view paintings here during in- 
termissions. 

The Petit Pigalle, a basement restau- 
rant at 4209 Lindell boulevard, has 
housed painting exhibitions intermit- 
tently for years. Mike Hartman, the pro- 
prietor, often offers this hospitality to 
painters, especially those not able to 
afford more orthodox exhibitions, 


SOME OTHER restaurants occa- 
sionally invite artists to hang a few 
things around. It gives the eating place 
atmosphere, and now and then a custom- 
er, in the midst of his cannelloni, de- 
velops a laudable urge to own the work 
of art hanging by his table. 

The Central Public Library holds 
frequent exhibitions, usually in its art 
room, where new lights show works to 
good advantage, The Healy Gallery, at 
16 North Meramec avenue in Clayton, 
holds intermittent shows in its small 
but attractive quarters, and every now 
and then an exhibition turns up in the 
sixth floor gallery of Cassell and Paul, a 
commercial art firm at 1006 Olive street. 

Exhibitions of children’s art are held 
each year in the auditoriums of Famous- 
Barr and Stix, Baer and Fuller depart- 
ment stores. 

A casualty last year was the Gateway 
Gallery, a co-operative venture on Del- 


mar of an artists’ group that soon folded. ~ 


The Center, at 3559 Lindell, which held 
monthly exhibitions last season has no 
shows scheduled as yet for the season 
now opening. 


Festival of the Arts at Edinburgh 


Eleventh Season of Music, Art, Drama, Ballet, Films

EDINBURGH, Scotland. 


BEAUTIFUL EDINBURGH, called by many the “Athens of 
the North,” had its warm Scottish welcome mat out to more 
than 80,000 visitors from 77 countries who came here to the 
Edinburgh XI International Festival of the Arts. The 1957 
Festival completes 10 years of bringing the best in music, 
opera, ballet, films, and art exhibitions to this city. 

The sky of Edinburgh undergoes chamelon changes as it 
gathers moisture for its clouds from the Firth of Forth and 
the North Sea. The romantic Castle, perched high on its 
mighty crag, looks down dominatingly and protectively on 
this historic site. Each day with the thunder of the 1 o'clock 
salute from the fifteenth century cannon atop this ancient 
fortress, the Edinburgh folk check the accuracy of their 
clocks and watches. 

During the three-week Festival, from Aug. 18 to Sept. 7, 

every theater, music hall, auditorium, church hall, cinema 
house, art gallery and museum was bursting daily and nightly, 
starting at 11 in the morning, with the presentation of some 
of the finest talent in the world today. 
THE OPENING CONCERT was $iven in Usher Hall by the 
Halle Orchestra of Manchester, conducted by Sir John Bar- 
birolli, featuring Chicago Symphony’s first cellist, Janos 
Starker, as guest soloist. In the all-Elgar concert, Starker 
played the “Concerto for Cello and Orchestra in E Minor, 
Op. 85,” with an extraordinary quality of hushed, sustained 
intensity. Starker again lived up to his remarkable repu- 
tation in three recitals in Freemason’s Hall, playing unac- 
companied the only suites Bach wrote for the cello. These 
suites No. 1 through 6 tax the cellist’s powers to the utmost 
but seven curtain calls showed the overflowing audience's 
appreciation of a master’s touch on Starker’s Stradivarius, 

In the triumphal debut of Milan’s La Piccola Scala in Bel-

BESIDES THE OFFICIAL Festival program, which included 


all the invited-talent to this international presentation of the 
arts, was the “Festival Fringe,” a large and important con- 
tribution to the program, with every available auditorium 
and hall housing theatrical and musical programs. One of 
the most amusing and well done of the “Fringe” was the 
revival of the commedia dell’arte “Arlecchino, the Servant 


of Two Masters” by Goldoni, produced and directed by David 
Turnbull. 


Other “Fringe” productions included concerts, madrigals, 
string quartets, jazz festivals, puppet shows and plays by the 
Aberdeen and Edinburgh University Players, Irish Festive 
Players, Oxford Theater Group, London Theater Club, all of 
which added gaiety and scope to the Festival. 


Born with the Edinburgh Festival was the Edinburgh Film 
Festival. Studios from overseas sent 140 films, including 
Britain’s “The Bolshoi Ballet,” U.S.A.’s “Tea and Sympathy,” 
Russia's “The Forty-First,” Japan's “Champion,” Poland's 
“Kanal,” and Sweden's “The Seventh Seal.” 


The popular Military Tattoo was put on nightly by the 
Scottish Command, on the floodlit esplanade of the Edin- 
burgh Castle, Some 7000 spectators each night were thrilled by 
the Scottish pipers, drummers, Highland dancers, the Royal 
Danish Life Guards, the King’s African Rifles*from Kenya 
in their tribal dances and drills, the Turkish famous band of 
the Janissaries and the Guards Regiment of the Turkish Em- 
pire, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and the Royal Air 
Force Police Dogs in their obedience tests. 


Running concurrently with the Festival was a retrospective 
exhibition of paintings by Claude Monet, arranged by the Arts 
Council of Great Britain in association with the Royal Scot- 
tish Academy. With autumn exhibits of Monet's work in St. 
Louis and Minneapolis, obtaining certain paintings for the 
Edinburgh exhibition was impossible. However, 114 of his 


paintings were hung chronologically in the Royal Scottish 
Academy. 


Other Festival exhibitions included works of Rembrandt, 
Degas, Renoir, Cezanne, Gauguin and Braque, 
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Seven Guest Conductors in Symphony Season 


SEVEN GUEST conductors, 
the greatest number to ap- 
pear with the St. Louls Sym- 
phony Orchestra since Vladi- 
mir Golschmann became con- 
ductor in 1931, will take part 
in its seventy-eighth season, 
which will begin with an eve- 
ning concert October 17 in 
the Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House. 


Four of the conductors will - 


be performing before St. 
Louis audiences for the first 
time. They are Pierre Mon- 
teux, who will conduct the 
first pair of concerts; Paul 
Strauss, a young American 
who has appeared with a 
number of European orches- 
tras in recent years; Alex- 
ander Hilsberg, conductor of 
the New Orleans Symphony 
Orchestra, and Edouard Van 
Remoortel, a Belgian conduc- 
tor who has performed ex- 
tensively in Europe and Latin 
America. 


Those conductors return- 
ing to the symphony podium 
include Georg Solti, whose 
five concerts will comprise 
his third consecutive appear- 
ance with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony. He is conductor of 
the Frankfurt, Germany, 
opera and symphony. Fernan- 
do Previtali, artistic director 
of the Academy of Santa Ce- 
cilia in Rome, and Thomas 
Schippers, a conductor of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, 
have been engaged for this 
season. Golschmann will have 
six concerts, and Harry Farb- 
man, assistant conductor of 
symphony will conduct one.

Classical Records

CHAMBER MUSIC, the 
dealers tell us, does not move 
briskly over the counters. So 
much the worse for the un- 
lucky listeners who know not 
what they are missing. Cer- 
tainly, it is meant to be heard 
in the home, the very spot 
where disks too are designed 
to be played. 

“Jacobean Consort Music” is 
the fairly esoteric title given 
by Oiseau-Lyre to the peace- 
ful disk that contains the 
beautifully resurrected har- 
monies of the period of James 

I, 1599-1626, when chamber 
music, at least. for the violin, 
was getting a wonderful start 
at the hands of the English 
instrumentalists. 

Some of the suites, fanta- 
sias, “ayres,” and abstract 
dances of the time can be 
sampled in the Oiseau-Lyre 
recording, performed in what 
seems to be a style perfectly 
attuned to the seventeenth 
century by Thurston Dart, on 
a small-voiced organ, joined 
by two violins and two bass 
viols of the Jacobean Ensem- 
ble. 

Among the composers of 
these excellent “‘ayres” is Gi- 
ovanni Coperario, who went 
to Italy in 1600 as plain John 
Cooper and returned, trans- 
lated, having studied with 
Monteverdi and witnessed the 
birth of Italian opera. Anoth- 
er is Captain Tobias Hume, 
described by Mr. Dart as “a 
lovable and eccentric musi- 
cian” who was “a soldier by 
profession—perhaps the orig- 
inal of Shakespeare’s Sir An- 
drew Aguecheek.” 
DEVELOPING THE 
rich lode of early chamber 
music, Epic has released six 
sonatas for viola da gamba, 
first published work of Bene- 
detto Marcello, a Venetian 
who composed about 80 years 
after the original Sir Andrew.

Bach wrote 
the sonatas for the instruc- 
tion of his son, Friedemann, 
in threée-ply polyphony. It is 
believed he may have had in 
mind the pedal clavier with 
two manuals, rather than the 
organ, when he set these so- 
natas down. At least Bach’s 
biographer, Karl Geiringer, 
finds them lacking in a truly 
idiomatic organ style and 
suggests that “the intricate 
of these superb 
works” are better displayed 
in arrangements for violin, 
viola and clavier. Bach him- 
self scored parts of them for 
other instrumental combina- 
tions. But the Meaux organ 
is a small and pleasant one, 
with distinctive registers, and 
seems to be an admirable 
voice for the sonatas. 

AS “FATHER” of the 
string quartet, Haydn should 
have reason to be pleased 
with the treatment of his off- 
spring at the hands of the 
Quartetto Italiano, perform- 
ing the Quartet in C, Op. 33, 
No. 3, “The Bird,” and the 
Quartet in B-flat, Op. 76, No. 
4, “Sunrise” (Angel). He 
might be less enamored of 
the sound of the Italians 
which is a bit thin, though it 
may please listeners who pre- 
fer their quartets rare—that

Problem of U.S. Permission. 

The rub, so far, has been the 
problem of getting permission 
from the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to start oper- 
ations, since the government 
controls the air waves.

To understand the latest and 
perhaps climactic developments, 
let's go back to the beginning 
of the dispute. 

This came in December 1049 
when the Zenith Radio Corp. 
of Chicago applied to the FCC 
for permission to experiment 
with-its system of broadcasting 
“scrambled” programs over the 
air to pay-at-home TV viewers. 
To unscramble the picture, the 
subscriber would insert a coded 
electronic “key” into a special 
diecoding device attached to the 
set. 

' Zenith’s action triggered an 
immediate storm. 

The big networks ecomplained 
that toll-TV with its potentially 
fantastic profits would wreck 
them by luring all the star en- 
tertainers into the pay-as-you-' 
see camp. 

The movie exhibitors cried 
hayace too. Once the pay-TV 
outfits began broadcasting first- 
tun films into millions of pri- 
‘vate homes, they said, it would 
_$teal their audiences and dark- 
en every movie theater in the 
land. 

And year after year, under 
tremendous pressure from every 
direction, the FCC has side- 
stepped, ducked, feinted, back- 
pedalled and clinched in an 
awesome exhibition of how to 
postpone a verdict.

Industry officials say a nation- 
wide pay-TV system could prob- 
ably gross five billion dollars 
annually by the end of its sec- 
ond year of operation.

@ EMPTY SHELLS OF THE CICADAS cling to the un- 
der sides of great limbs of the sugar maples in the yard. 
Then as we watch, we see one of those fascinating small 
dramas which are always taking place in nature. A giant 
cicada killer, the largest of all our North American wasps, 
comes crawling up the maple trunk. This is a handsome 
creature with black and yellow body bands, looking much 
like a hornet although nearly twice as long. Between its 
strong legs it clutches a greenish-black cicada that must 
fully equal it in weight and which it has paralyzed with 
its sting. When the wasp has gained sufficient altitude, 
it somehow turns around and takes off in gliding flight 
on rigid wings, clasping the cicada beneath it. 

x *« * 

This difficult performance may have to be 
repeated several times before the wasp reaches its 
home which is a large, often branched, burrow in 
the ground. Once there, the wasp deposits the 
paralysed cicada in a room at the burrow’s ex- 
tremity. Heré the female wasp lays her egg near 
the base of the cicada’s middle leg. Wher this 
hatches into a wasp larva, the youngster feeds on 
the cleada and, when grown, spins a cocoon in 
which it lives out the winter. From the cocoon 
stage, it hatches inte a full-grown giant cicada 
killer.

@ AFTER WATCHING OUR WASP this morning for a 
few seconds, I dashed for my camera, even though the 
light was not yet very strong. When I came back, wasp and 
cicada had disappeared; but we could still hear the hum- 
ming of wings, so Ginnie ran for a stepladder while I 
stood sentinel. But the giant cicada killer must have taken 
off silently, for we were unable to locate it. As we moved 
the ladder around the tree, however, we noticed a small 
gray object blocking the doorway of a wren house fas- 
tened to the trunk of the big maple. The object turned 
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out to be a tree frog that had taken up its abode in the 
wren house. The little fellow sat with just his head show- 
ing. His color was light gray to match that of his resi- 
dence and justifying his name, which is Hyla versicolor. He 
blinked his eyes at me sleepily as though he resented being 
awakened at such an early hour.

What was once a hobby for 
a handful of scholarly types has 
become an industry worth some 
$25,000,000 a year to those who 
supply the addicts with the 
stuff they dream on.

S YOU might expect, the 
Acivi War buffs have orga- 

nized. They are in clubs, 
called Civil War Round Tables, 
and at the moment there are 
about 50 Round Tables in the 
United States and in several 
foreign countries. 


Actually, the Round Tables 
antedate the big boom by about 
10 years. The first was formed 
in Chicago in 1940 by a group 
of men who saw each other 
frequently at the Abraham 
Lincoln Bookshop and decided 
to share their interest. 


These Round Tablers are the 
Old Guard of the buffs, men 
whose knowledge of the war is 
truly staggering. They tend to 
‘be a little sniffish toward the 
AC (After Catton) horde, and 
are indignant because of the 
commercialization of their 
treasured hobby. 

The chief difference between 
an Old Guard and an AC lies 
in his approach to the hobby.

HOUGH they pride them- 

selves on their objectivity, 

Old Guard buffs can get 
pretty wrought up in the argu- 
ments that enliven their meet- 
ings.

A good many of the Old 
Guard—and some of the ACs— 
are Walter Mittys at heart. They 
live as well as read the Civil 
War, charging with Pickett or 
standing firm with Meade de- 
pending on what book happens 
to be engrossing them at the 
moment. A few even have com- 
plete uniforms, though they’re 
somewhat sheepish about wear- 
ing them.

a. fothier makes these uniforms 


to order—either blue or gray— 
for $200. : 

The AC buffs aren't far 
enough gone yet for specializa- 
tion on uniforms. They’re still 
in the big-picture stage, getting 
the background that will some- 
day qualify them for the Old 
Guard. The transition comes on 
the day an AC looks at the new 
book titles and dismisses may- 
be all but one. “The rest,” he'll 
say with authority, “are rather 
superficial.” 


If there is a middle-of-the- 
road buff, he'd be somewhat 
like Lloyd Howard, a 31-year- 
old New York advertising exec- 
utive who lives in New Castle, 
N.Y. Howard can’t qualify for 
the Old Guard of the Round 
Table because he didn't join 
until after World War II, but 
he’s been a buff for 10 years 
- therefore isn’t an upstart 
AC. 


He isn’t sure just how he got 
interested in the Civil War. He 
had no ancestors who fought on 
either side. He’s a great read- 
er, though, and thinks that he 
probably became _ exposed 
through a chance volume on 
the war. He’s been hooked for 
years. 


His den at home Is practically 
a museum. He has muskets, belt 
buckles, and other impedimenta 
only a Civil War fan would 
cheish. The house is full of 
books—he reads a Civil War 
tome on the average of one a 
day and even at that rate he 
finds it difficult to keep up 
with the current flood. 


He’s an active member of the 
New York Round Table, which 
meets monthly at the Faculty 
Club of New York University 
and usually has a distinguished 
Civil War scholar as a speaker. 
Once a year he joins the Na; 
tional Round Table’s tour of a 
battlefield. This year it was the 
Shenandoah Valley. 


He and the other buffs travel 
in chartered buses. Their equip- 
ment usually includes military 
maps, books and field glasses. 
Quite a number wear genuine 
forage caps, blue or gray, de- 
pending on their sympathies, 
and «some of the Southerners 
can’t resist a Rebel yell when 
they stand jubilant on the 
scene of a Confederate victory. 


Howard wears a Yankee cap, 
being a Yankee. He also carries 
a mine detector that he bought 
some years ago from an Army 
surplus store. He has combed 
many a battlefield with his 
sound gear, turning up bits of 
shells and other battle debris 
to add to his hoard. 


Howard's particular specialty 
is tracing routes of advance and 
retreat. Usually, he does this 
on his own, driving as far as 
he can, then setting off across 
fields and into weeds to seek 
out old wagon roads that often 
are no more than barely dis- 
cernible depressions in the 
ground. 

And, like all buffs, he has a

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14. 
Y BREAKFAST eggs are the result of man’s tinkering 
with nature. (I take my eggs with a little lime juice 
squeezed on them.

“It must be morning,”

thing you can do is shut

What is the result of this early rising? The hen lays 
more eggs. The farmers gets eggs. You get eggs. All 
God’s chillun gets eggs, eggs, eggs. ;

@ IT IS NOT THIS SIMPLE—nothing explained by scli- 
entists is simple. The way the scientists explained it, I can 
hardly understand it myself. It is a good thing it is all 
automatic with a bird and you do not have to teach them. 

It seems like this: Spring rolls around and the day gets 
longer. The bird’s eye takes in more light. 

This sets off an impulse in the hypothalamus of the 
brain. (I have just looked up hypothalamus in my dic- 
tionary and cannot find it. So this may all be a He.)

Anyway, the hypothalamus begins to manu- 

facture some sort of substance. The scientists did 

not say what. But I imagine it is something like 

Wheaties. It sends this along to the anterier 

pituitary. P 

The anterior pituitary—if all this work goes on 
in a hen, I think we should eat waffles instead—the 
anterior pituitary releases hormones.

The bird does 
not know this. All it knows is that it wants to play the 
ukulele.

He is lushing it up under the palm trees. 

The moral of this, I believe, is: If you want to stay out 
of trouble, stay in a dark room.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14. 

N a snowy Jan night 
() back in 1945, a group of 

blinded servicemen, shep- 
herded by a young lieutenant, 
dined at a famous Manhattan 
restaurant. When the men had 
finished their dinner, the lieu- 
tenant in charge of the group 
found a problem on his hands. 
He had forgotten his wallet. 


The owner of the restaurant 
settled the dificulty easily. He 
simply tore up the check. And 
as the blind servicemen went 
out into the cold of that Janu- 


ary night, he began to wonder. | 


He wondered how, long after 
the war it would be before 
people forgot the wounded. 

Then the restaurant man had 
an idea. He did some quick 
figuring and decided that a 
dozen servicemen could be en- 
tertained at dinner and a show 
at a cost of about $52. And if 
he could get 52 men who would 
each contribute $52, one group 
of war wounded could be en- 
tertained every week of the 
year. 

He had no trouble selling his 
idea and within a short time 
The 52 Association was in op- 
eration. Taking as their pledge 
“The Wounded Shall Never Be 
Forgotten,” 52 business and pro- 
fessional men began providing 
weekly entertainment programs 
for small groups of wounded. 

From that small beginning, 
The 52 Association has grown 
into a vast service organization. 
It now has 1850 members in 
the New York area. There are 
chapters of the organization in 
Buffalo, Miami, Chicago and 
Los Angeles. And few days 
in the month pass when The 
52 Association is not staging 
some form of entertainment for 
the men in our nation’s vet- 
erans and atmed forces hos- 
pitals.

HE members of 52 work in 
complete anonymity, court 


no publicity for their orga-* = 


nization and make no fund 
drives. The men of 52 pay year- 
ly dues of $52; the women of 
the auxiliary $10. All members 
pledge to give actual service to 
and stand 
ready to help with the various 
entertainment programs which 
now include fishing trips, 
country picnics, hospital ward 
parties, barbecues and three-day 
visits to New York for hospita- 
lized servicemen and veterans. 

In the past 12 years, The 52 
Association has served an esti- 
mated 250,000 wounded and 
disabled servicemen. This 
month will mark the 3500th 
program staged by the organi- 
zation. 

“One of the things that has 
made 52 so successful is the 
fact that our members have a 
direct relationship with the 
hospitalized serviceman or vet- 
eran,” say? Mortimer Karpp, 
executive director of 52. “They 
don’t just pay their $52 to be- 
long to 52 and then forget the 
whole thing. Members of 52 
actually work. They go to the 
ward parties. They.act as hosts 
and hostesses on picnics, fish- 
ing trips, boat rides and at 
dinners in New York when 
groups of men are brought 
here for the visits that break 


the» monotony of hospital life. 


The activities of 52 benefit the 
members as much as they do 
the men in the hospitals. It’s 
wonderful to see some of our 
harassed businessmen members 
of 52 at, say, one of our barbe- 
cues. They have the time of 
their lives working over a hot 
grill, maybe turning out bar- 
becued hot, dogs and hambur- 
gers to feed dozens of service- 
men. Last month we had a roof- 
top barbecue at the New York 
Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital for 130 patients.” 

During the Korean war, 52 
had even more members than 
it has now, but with war’s end 
the flag wavers dropped out.

Fifty-two regularly arranges 
dances, complete with food and 
party favors, at the three big 
neuropsychiatric hospitals in the 
New York area to give the men 
in these institutions some small 
opportunity to partake in a 
normal social situation. Last 
month 52 entertained 200 tuber- 
culosis patients from all 
branches of the armed services 
at the government hospital in 
St. Albans, Queens. There was 
a dinner served by members of 
52, a program\put on by pro- 
fessional entertainers paid by 
52, and gifts for every man in 
the party. 

Fifty-two does not confine it- 
self to serving the 15,000 men 
in VA and service hospitals in 
the New York area alone. It 
goes far afield, to the Walter 
Reed Army Hospital in Wash-

Promoters Dig Into Big 


Compost Heap Near City 


Back in 1943, a man named 
Hall got into the business of 


steam-cleaning livestock trucks 
after they'd unload their cargos 
at National Stock Yards, IIlli- 
nois, more or less by accident. 
Shortly thereaffer he became 
acquainted with a flower grow- 
er. As a result he, with asso- 
ciates, is embarking now (after 
more than a dozen years of 
preparation) on a new, but re- 
lated business that may prove 
eventually to be something of 
consequence for the East Side 
and of consequence to many a 
home gardener in the Greater 
St. Lous area, and beyond. 
Hall was the driver of a live- 
stock truck, himself. He short- 
ly found himself impelled to get 


‘into the business of cleaning 


livestock trucks, instead of driv- 
ing them. 
Trucks Steamed Cleaned. 
All the trucks that come into 


the East Side stockyards have 


to be cleared of bedding and 
manure, steam-cleaned and giv- 
en an Illinois State Certificate 
of Sanitation before they can 
be started back home. Hun- 
dreds of such trucks come in 
daily ... and by night as well 
. so that the job of taking 
care of them runs into “around 
the clock” hours. Moreover, 
the job involves a lot of plain 


hard work. It means handling 
an average of 250 tons or more 
of material every working day. 


Herd work was no deterrent 


to Walter L. Hall. He was born 
in Granite City, but orphaned 
at an early age he lived until 
he was 11 years old in the Hud- 
dieston Baptist Orphange at 
Ervington, Ill. Adopted by the 
Hall family, he grew, married 
and had two sons. Life was 
rugged, but in 1928 he bor- 
rowed money and bought his 
own cattle truck. In 1945 he 
bought the ground on which his 
newly established truck steam- 
cleaning rack was located and 
an adjacent area, on a time-pay- 
ment deal, and began to Jook 
ahead, for by this time he had 
become acquainted with Harold 
Wolfe, president of the St. Clair 
Gardeners Association, a soil 
expert and specialist in the 
growing of tree peonies. 
Learns of Compost. 

If properly handled, Hall 
learned, the material he was 
cleaning from the stock trucks 
could ome day ... after due 
aging ... become a valuable 
asset to him and to all the 
home gardeners he could reach, 
For Wolfe had told Hall about 
the value of compost. 

The material that came from 


Plant Roses Too. 

But enough of hedges, al- 
though there are many other 
items that make good hedging, 
including Betty Prior and Chat- 
ter, floribunda roses.

Rose fanciers, of course, may 
set bare-root plants anytime 
now during the fall as soon as 
they can be received from the 
nurseries, until the ground gets 
frozen or too wet to handle.

In 1899, a new trial was or- 
dered and Dreyfus returned to 
France, His case dragged on 
until in 1906 his innocence was 
proven and the original sen- 
tence quashed.

He died 
in Paris in 1935. . 

The world famous Dreyfus 
ease established Devil's Island 
as a byword of doom, and the 
French say this accounts for 
the still-current impression in 
parts of the world that French 
Guiana is “nothing but a penal 
colony.”

He was for- 
bidden ever to leave Cayenne. 
He was pardoned in 1934 and 
in 1956 visited France for the 
first time since his trial. 
“Devil's Island,” Ulimo said 
in an interview, “was never a 
horrible place from the stand- 
point of being mistreated, beat- 
en, or anything like that. That 
never happened, and no one had 
to do any work. 
“What made it so notorious 
was the Dreyfus case. His soli- 
tary confinement, being in 
chains, and mental torture 
knowing that he was innocent, 
was a terrible thing. 

Talking Prohibited. 
“In all of my 15 years as a 
prisoner, I rarely spoke ,to a 
faard, oe. any cies prion, 
or suc was 
hibited. . dit 
“I sat for hours, day after 
day, upon the same stone bench 
and the bed that Dreyfus had 
used. All the time that I was 
on the island, I occupied Drey- 
fus’s house.” 

Ulimo said in the last years 
of his stay he ate only enough 
to stay alive. His weight 
dropped to a little over 60 


pounds. 

“By day and by night, I 
thought. I studied books sent 
to me by my sister in France, 
and I prayed to expiate my 
crime.”

good health, works for an 
export-import firm in Cayenne. 

There are French on the 
mainland in Cayenne, the capi- 
tal of French Guiana, who think 
it is better if nothing is said or 
written about Devil’s Island.

The tournament I lost

This year has been my greatest in golf — not because 
I won so many tournaments, but because I lost the one 
that meant the most to me: I'Tl explain. 

In 1952 I came to the mainland from my home in 
Hawaii and won the U.S. Women’s Amateur cham- 
pionship. In 1953 I turned professional. In the first 
year I was runner-up in the U.S. Women’s Open, los- 
ing in the playoff. The next two years I won my share, 
until illness took over. But early this year I felt I was 
ready for the game once more. 

In my first few 1957 tournaments I was hehy: I 
lacked confidence. Then came the big one — the U.S. 
Women’s Open championship at Mamaroneck, N.Y. 
That was one, I felt, that I simply had to win. 

Probably you know what. happened. In ‘the last 
afternoon of play I came from behind, shooting the 
best golf of my life, to. post a score of 298 for 72 holes 
and be declared the winner. 

But even as I stood there, surrounded by photogra- 


~ 


phers and congratulating friends, the officials called 
me in. Because I had made an error on my scorecard, 
they told me, I was disqualified — even though my 
total was correct. I had lost by.a technicality. 

I was heartbroken. Both financially and golf-wise I 
believed I was finished. 

Then it happened. Right at the course a spontane- 
ous collection was taken up. The golf company I rep- 
resent gave me a bonus. A TV show wanted me. All 
told, I made more than the prize I thought I'd won. 

And beyond this were the warmth and under- 
standing shown in letters from all over the country, 
sympathetic stories by the nation’s sportswriters, the 
generous attitude of my winning opponent Betsy 
Rawls. From these I gained a new faith in human 
nature, one I never had known before. 

This increased faith has let me continue golf with 
re-established confidence. I feel — deeply — that my 
“loss” turned out to be my biggest break. e

WILL WE LOSE OUR 


IN EUROPE? 


Russia’s spies have an urgent new target: 


the U. S. nuclear weapons stockpiled with 


our NATO allies. Are they safe? From Paris,

PARIS. 
AN RED spies wreck our newest effort at nuclear 


defense? This question may be answered - 


here in Europe where the Communists re- 
cently undertook their greatest, grimmest cloak-and- 
dagger effort yet. The spy bait: our precious atomic 
secrets. 

From secret hiding places in Amcrica, we have 
shifted part of our atomic arsenal to spy-infested Eu- 
rope. We have deposited our nuclear weapons in the 
center of Soviet espionage. Our latest bombs and. war- 
heads are kept in scattered stockpiles at the mercy of 
friendly but foreign governments. In some areas where. 
they are located, every fifth pair of eyes belongs to a 
Communist. 4 

The move was a calculated gamble. We have built 
up enough nuclear power in Europe to reduce Russia 
to radioactive ruin. This should discourage the Soviets 
ever from overshooting Europe and striking only 
American targets. They must knock out all our retali-

atory forces or face devastating counterattacks. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, Supreme Allied Commander in Eu- 
rope, says it can’t be done. “The Soviet planner,” he 
maintains, “would be confronted with an impossible 
operational problem.” 

Our atomic stockpiles here are better guarded than 
the gold at Ft. Knox. By law, we can’t even show our 
allies the nuclear weapons they permit up to keep on 
their soil. We equip their planes with “atomic kits” 
(A-bomb racks complete with electrical connections); 
we also train their crews ta handle the weapons. To 
all but our own select crews, however, the actual 
bombs and warheads remain invisible. 


Our Allies Hold the Key 


But warns. one general: “Let's not kid ourselves. 
These governments know where our nuclear fireworks 
are hidden. They may not know the cxact buildings, 
but they know the locations.” 

The security problem boils down to one key ques- 


tion: Can we trust our allies? At least one top Ameri- 
can thinks not. “Information we give our allies,” hc 
claims, “has a habit of leaking to the Reds. I don't 
mean allied leaders are subversive, but they're practi- 
cal politicians. The French leaders, for instance, must 
contend with a big Communist minority. Sometimes 
they'll trade information for a political deal that mav 
keep the government from falling.” 

There is added evidence that the Communists have 
cracked the security of our North Atlantic (NATO) 
alliance. Consider these two incidents: 

© Not long ago, a courier left here for Bonn, Ger- 
many, with a padlocked brief case chained to his wrist. 
It contained the secret military “force levels” NATO 
had assigned to West Germany. Before he reached 
Bonn, the Reds tauntingly broadcast the exact figures. 

© Swiss authorities recently trapped a notorious 
Red spy known to the West only as “Lucy.” He turned 
out to be Rudolf Roessler, a Czech Communist, who 
had used Switzerland as a “mail drop” for stolen docu- 
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sentence for stealing U. S. secrets for Russia in Berlin. 


ments. His Swiss contact, Dr. Xavier Schnieper, con- 
fessed they had smuggled 160 secret NATO reports 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

Unfortunately, these are not isolated cases. Europe 
is crawling with spies. They may be tipsters who trade 
in tidbits or “Class Five” agents (top professionals ) 
— but if they work for the Russian ruble, they're after 
our atomic secrets. 


The Turks Aren’t Fooling 


Of course, our allies try to curb Soviet spying with 
varying degrees of effectiveness. Turkey and Greece, 
both NATO partners, have a quick cure for espionage. 
In Turkey, the spies are hanged; in Greece, they're 
shot. 

An. American unexpectedly witnessed a routine 
hanging at Erzurum, Turkey, near the Russian border 
not long ago. The two victims were identified as Soviet 
agents. The American asked how they'd been caught. 

“A farmer turned them in,” said a Turkish officer. 


“But how did the farmer know they were spies?” 

“Simple. He had never seen them before.” 

. Our other NATO partners, particularly France and 
Germany, have sentenced many Soviet spies. But the 
big ones sometimes scem to get away. A recent spy 
scandal here, involving names all the way up to the 
French cabinet, ended in many headlines but few 
convictions. : 

The Soviet espionage system is a dizzy geometric 
pattern of spy rings within Spy rings. Russia uses the 
shotgun approach; her agents literally riddle Western 
Europe. They are drawn from every walk of life. The 
dazzling mademoiselle at an embassy party may be a 
secret Mata Hari. Just as likely, the garbage collector 
who carts off the discarded caviar next morning is a 


- Bed agent. | 


Some are bribed, some coerced, some enticed 
into service. There are fanatics who carry out their 
orders with religious dedication, adventurers who en- 
joy intriguc, ordinary folks who just need money. 

The main Soviet espionage base in Western Europe, 
of course, is the Communist Party. In each country, 
the Party dispenses politics and propaganda in the 
front officé, conducts espionage in the basement. The 
underground machinery is run by doctrinaire Com— 
munists who take their orders from Moscow. For eyes 
and ears, they use Party members scattered from the 
top of Norway to the tip of Italy. 

Other spies are refugees from Red tyranny. Usually 
they are forced into the Soviet service to save relatives 
at home; one French operative; Mme. Raymond 
Douhine, became a double agent for the sake of her 
husband and son in Czechoslovakia. Blackmail also is 
used; in Hungary, two French embassy officials chose 
to spy for the Reds rather than go to jail for smuggling. 


Ladies with Taking Ways 


Then there is the traditional Hollywood mixture. of 
espionage and sex. On the Soviet payroll are many 
beautiful, unscrupulous women who extract secrets 
between kisses. If they can speak English and finger 
ad typewriter, they may try the secretary approach. 
Others are given more glamorous after-hour assign- 
ments. 

One bejeweled beauty, Irmgard Margarethe 
Schmidt, wooed her way into the confidence of top 
American intelligence officers in Germany. Finally 
arrested, shc confessed selling the Allied defense plans 
for West Berlin to Russia for $375. 

An ex-model, Margarete Pfeiffer, practiced her 
wiles on enlisted men. She was turned in by Pvt. 
William Eicher, from whom she tricd to get one of the 
Army’s secret infrared tank telescopes. - 

All told, the Russians have pumped so many spies 
into Western Europe that Allied intelligence can’t 
cope with them all. The result is tons of raw informa- 
tion. “I would guess 90 per cent of it is worthless,” 
estimates an American agent. “But the remaining 10 
per cent worries us.” 3 

Does this 10 per cent include any atomic informa- 
tion? Nothing vital —— yet — or so our security ex- 
perts believe. Undoubtedly the Reds have mapped 
NATO’s 150 air bases. They even may know the 
location of NAFO’s guided-missile sites. But they 
would have trouble keeping up with our atomic stock- 
piles. 

To keep these stockpiles secure, we continually 
rotate them. We may ship some atomic warheads, say, 
from Point A to Point B. Before they reach B, secret 
orders may be flashed to shift them instead to Point C. 
“We never leave our nuclear weapons in one place for 
long,” explains an agent. “We assume every hiding 
place eventually will be discovered.” 


All sromaic documents are classified strictly “for 
U.S. Eyes Only.” Then only officers with an absolute 
need to know are given atomic information. There- 
after, they are carefully watched and their travel is 
restricted. (Example: They're not permitted to visit 
Yugoslavia, a friendly but Communist country.) And 
they never carry secret documents while traveling. _ 

Even in their pfivate sanctums here; Americans 
never discuss classified matters without first removing 
a four-pronged telephone plug. This is supposed to 
disconnect any secret microphones that may be hidden 
in the telephone receiver. Briefing and conference 
rooms are searched periodically for listening devices. 
Security reminders are posted everywhere. In Naples, 
the Air Force appropriately quotes the ancient Roman, 
Seneca, who in 50 A.D. said: “If you want your secret 
kept, first keep it yourself.” 

Meanwhile, peeking through the Iron Curtain is a 
two-way view. The Russians make surprisingly few 


Red-handed in the wastebasket 


Spying has its lighter side. Take the case of Kelman 
Gabris, an American-employed janitor in Vienna. To 
help the Reds, he rummaged through wastebaskets for 
discarded secrets. Since he couldn’t read English, he 
filched many a crumpled document that looked im- 
portant but said nothing. On Saturdays he would 
sneak off, cross into Communist Hungary and turn 
his wadded wastepaper over to a Red major named 
Gyorgy Csergo. 

After discovering this, our agents amused them- 
selves for a while by planting phony documents in the 
wastebaskets. Their final note was stamped “Top 
Secret.” Addressed to Major Csergo, it proposed a 
gentlemen’s agreement: “Since most of the informa- 
tion you want is available in our daily newspaper, we 
will enter a subscription for you if you agree to send 
over no more drunks, half-wits or juvenile delinquents. 
This offer may win you a promotion and an eventual 
vacation trip to Sibcria.” 

Gabris dutifully plucked the letter from the trash 
and delivered it. He never came back. 


moves that aren’t closely watched by Western agents. 
For example, they know exactly where the Red Air 
Force is located. (Three-fourths of its long-range 
bombers are based in the Arctic Circle, within easy 
flying distance of American cities.) They even ob- 
serve Russia’s nuclear tests in Siberia and missile fir- 
ings in the Arctic. 

Our operatives pay particular attention to economic 
activity, which would telegraph any military punch. 
We know Russia cannot start World War III without 
shifting industrial gears several weeks in advance. 
“Our espionage. network behind the Iron Curtain is 
dependable enough,” says one source, “to prevent 
surprises.” 

Which side out-spies the other? Are our atomic 
secrets safe? We never can be sure. As of today, our 
security experts are concerned — but confident. S&

GALLIPOLIS, OHIO.

Yesterday the eager, fresh-faced children on 
these pages were babies; today they are 
adults-in-training. Yesterday they were at 
home, and they could ask and demand; be- 
ginning now, the demands on them will in- 
crease daily in number and complexity. Yes- 


terday the sun spun around them; today, they . 


- must share the sun with 30 other 6-year-olds. 
For they have just taken a giant step: how 
they are in first grade. 

This month, 3 million children like these 
at Walnut Heights School, at Walnut Creek 
near here, are opening their first windows on 
the big world called education. Ahead of 
them lies a year that will crackle with mys- 
tery, wonder, anxiety, crisis — and import- 
ance. For in the opinion of many educators, 
this will be their most important year ever. 

To lead children through this critical year, 
modern education has forged new techniques 
which stress attitudes along with knowledge, 
personality along with ABCs? Stanford Uni- 
versity’s Dr. Paul Hanna even declares that 
modern schools have added a fourth R, for 
_ Human Relations. The other three R’s give 
first-graders the blocks on which to build 
more detailed knowledge later. The fourth R 
concentrates on attitudes that can shape their 
whole education and their whole lives. 

One educator recalls the boy who was the 
worst speller in the state of Iowa. On a spell- 
ing test given 40,000 students, he spelled 
every single word wrong. It was a kind of 
achievement. showing a fierce, deliberate re- 


eet ee 


games that teach the importance of other people. Games also give 6-year-old energy an outlet. 


sistance to education that nothing whatever 
could penetrate. It also pinpointed a boy who 
had stepped off on the wrong foot and never 
righted himself. 

Modern teachers like Uldine De Witz, the 
first-grade teacher of Walnut Heights, want 
no “worst spellers” warped in their class- 
rooms. They do want to turn out children 
with a basic storehouse of knowledge and a 
fiery desire to learn more, who-are flexible 
enough to get along with others but inde- 
pendent enough to depend on themselves. 


A New Approach 


Accordingly, Miss DeWitz emphasizes 
ideas like group work, sharing, cooperation 
and individual responsibility —- concepts 
many of yesterday's teachers never heard of. 
The result is a new kind of first grade that 
is becoming the cornerstone of education. 


To blend together attitudes and knowl 


edge, Miss DeWitz must tiptoe along a scary 
tightrope. The fourth R must not be allowed 
to overpower the other three. 

Her students’ home ties must be pruned 
— but carefully and not too closely. Her 
children must learn to work as a group; but 
each must be encouraged to work on his own, 
too, and no child’s individual capacity can 
be overlooked. Her children must be shot full 
of the idea that learning is fun — but that it 
also can be difficult at times.

Plop a stranger into a first-grade 
classroom like Walnut Heights and he 
may be bewildered. He may regard it 
as supreme chaos —a kind of play- 
ground with desks. Yet give him a few 
days in this new and vastly different 
first grade and he will realize that this 
is a place to learn — all kinds of 
lessons. | 

Miss DeWitz’ classroom is a bee- 
hive of activity. At a given moment, 
you may find her huddled with one 
group, reading. Off in a corner two 
children are at the painting easel. Two 
others are measuring each other. Two 
more are writing their names on the 
blackboard. 

Simultaneously, all are learning 
something: how to express themselves 
(painting); how to work with figures 
(measuring); how to write (at the 
blackboard). And all are learning les- 
sons in working together, in self-reli- 
ance, im#especting the rights of others. 

In a typical week, Miss DeWitz’ 
class will take their own attendance;

salute the flag; sing America; draw, 
paint, model clay or work on paper con- 
struction; “share” (see photos above); 
read; do “numbers”; write; dictate a 
letter; sing; dance; listen to music; play 
rhythms; watch a movie; visit the 
neighborhood; have a birthday party; 
learn table manners; put on a play; go 
outside for recess. It’s a whirling sched- 
ule that makes parents wince, and 
every bit is tailored to teach things that 
should be taught. 


The Value of Taiking 


Take “sharing time,” a mainstay of 
almost every good first-grade class. For 
10 minutes, Miss DeWitz accepts vol- 
unteers fo talk on any subject they de- 
sire; sometimes the subject is a family 
trip, or a new toy, or their-mother’s 
picture. 

What do children learn from “just 
talking”? First, they bridge the gap 
from home to school by talking about 
familiar objects. It’s a great device for 
combating shyness: the number of vol- 
unteers increases steadily. And it’s 
background for the three R’s. Children 
are learning to use and to understand 
new and unfamiliar words. 

But doesn’t this smack of “progres- 
sive education,” the kind of school 
where kids rin riot? Most educators

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A NEW ROLE FOR FRANK SINATRA: 


The fantastic life 
of Joe E. Lewis

° HOLLYWOOD. 
Next month, for the first time, millions 
of movie-goers will be able to meet a man 
who, in a limited way, is the best-known 
and most highly regarded comedian now 


active. His right name is Joseph Klewan-- 


Night-club patrons in a few select spots 
know him as Joe E. Lewis. 

Small, wistful, scarred of face, Lewis at 
55 is something of a living legend. Damon 
Runyan called him “a true comic genius”; 
Quentin Reynolds, “the. funniest and 
nicest man who ever lived”; George Jessel, 
“one of the few comedians of originality 
with a heart of gold.” Among his other 
fans are such diverse personalities as 
Bernard Baruch, Jock Whitaey, Winthrop 
Rockefeller, Bing Crosby, Eddie Arcaro 
and Nat King Cole. 


-—. 
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Lewis never has been a “mass” enter- 


tainer. His personality is offbeat, his 


humor tends toward the smoky and he pre- 
fers a knowing night-clab audience to the 
million-fold exposure of the TV. screen. 
He now limits himself to appearances 
Cat $10,000 a week) in just six night 
spots: New York’s Copacabana, Chicago's 
Chez Paree, Miami’s Eden Roc, New Or- 
leans’ Roosevelt Hotel, Reno’s Riverside 
and Las Vegas’ El Rancho Vegas. It is not 
coincidence that all of these are handy to 
bars, racetracks, bookie joints and/or gam- 
bling rooms — big parts of the environ- 
ment, Lewis loves and on which much of 
his humor is based. 
~- There was a time when he was even 
cleser to the underworld. At 25, this New 
York-born son of Russian immigrants be- 
came the favorite night-club jester of Chi- 
_cago’s gangland. Al Capone once handed 
him an envelope with $50,000 in it. 


“With me as your partner,” he said, “you'll 


-make a million. I'll see to it.” Lewis gave 


the money back because, he explains, “I 
always liked tobe a free agent.” 

That attitude almost cost him his life 
in 1927, when Lewis was working in a 
club owned by one Machine Gun Jack 
McGurn. Offered a job in a-rival spot, 
Lewis accepted. McGurn told him, “You'll 
never live to open there.” Lewis went 
right ahead — and a few weeks later 
three thugs forced their way into his hotel 
room, fractured his skull, slashed his 
throat and tongue, left him minus the use 
of his voice, his right arm and his mind. 

That he recovered from the attack is a 
tribute to surgery and the devotion of 
friends. It took 10 years — but Lewis re- 
gained his stature as an entertainer. He 
never got his original singing voice back, 
so he simply croaks his risque parodies. 
Most. people think the Lewis lyrics come 
out even funnier that way. 


-. Enter Frankie 


Obviously, one way to see Lewis is to 
go where he is, Frank Sinatra started do- 
ing so some time ago, and came to admire 
the c6median inordinately. When Lewis’ 
biography, The Joker Is Wild, was about 
to be published, Sinatra bought it as a 
screen vehicle for himself. Then he or- 
dered films made of Lewis in action and 
ran them off three times a week to get 
Lewis’ style down pat. “When this pic- 
ture is finished,” he said, “I want Joe's 
friends to be-able to say, “That's Joe up 
there. That's our boy.’ ” 

The picture now is finished. Sinatra 
and his associates put more than $2 mil- 
lion into it, and Paramount will release 
it. But whether Sinatra has achieved his 
objective is doubtful. 

The trouble is, of course, that Frank 
Sinatra is a great entertainer in his own 
right and, as such, has trouble playing 
anyone except Frank Sinatra. In The Joker 
“Is Wild, people who have seen it pre- 
viewed say, he captures the outer Joe E. 
Lewis to the life but misses the comedian’s 
inner spirit. : 

The movie Cunlike most Hollywood 


- film biographies) follows Lewis’ fantastic 


career closely. It concentrates on the knif- 
ing incident and the two major women in 
his life: «a society girl who wanted to 
marry him, but whom he refused because 
he felt their worlds were too far apart, 
and band vocalist Martha Stewart, whom 
he married in 1946. (They were divorced 
a few years later.) The movie also features 
some of Lewis’ best-known wisecracks: 
“Money isn’t everything. It can’t buy 
poverty .. . Whiskey improves with age. 
The oldet you get, the more. you like it 
..+Las Vegas is the only place where 
money talks. It says goodbye . . . I used to 
take dancing lessons from Arthur Murray. 


~ Then I found out it’s more fun dancing 


with a girl... There’s a big Fedefal tax 
on whiskey. That's the only reason I drink 
it — I'm patriotic . . . Marriage is a won- 
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ON THE SET Lewis (I.) shares a laugh with Sinatra and fellow-comedian Jerry Lewis. 


derful thing. If it weren’t for marriage, a 
man and wife would have to fight with 
strangers.” 

Sinatra delivers these lines and many 
more. What he doesn’t deliver is the 
warmth, the friendliness that kindle genu- 
ine affection when Joe E. Lewis totters 
on stage accompanied by his friend and 
pianist, Austin Mack. (“Mr. Mack over 
the years has had many offers to leave me. 
Most of them have come from me.” ) 
Those who know Lewis say he never has 


done an unkind thing. He has supported 
more relatives, bookies, bartenders, refu- 
gees from show business than any other 
entertainer around. 

Sinatra is of a different mold. Gentle- 
ness and warmth are not among his out- 
standing characteristics. Try him, for ex- 
ample, on personal questions. Last year I 
asked him, “Frank, are you down on mar- 
riage for goed? Do you think you'll ever 
get married again?” He wouldn't even 
answer me. A few weeks ago I asked Joe 


” 


E. Lewis the identical question. Grinning, 
his brown eyes sparkling, he said, “Don't 
be vulgar.” 

In neither case was the information 
forthcoming. But there was a world of 
difference in the method of refusal. 

In The Joker Is Wild, Sinatra is enor- 
mously likable. As always, he sings flaw- 
lessly. But when it comes to re-creating 
the personality of Joe E. Lewis, he some- 
how falls short. 


Lines Aren't Everything 


True, he comes on holding a glass of 
whiskey, raises it and says, “It's post time, 
ladies and gentlemen.” True, he stamps 
his foot lightly and mutters, “Voom, 
voom, voom.” True, he is carefully made 
up — even the scars — and he tosses off 
Lewis lines about liquor, women and horse 
races with true Lewis feeling. But he 
misses the electric excitement, the here- 
comes-an-old-friend quality that is the 
essence of Lewis the man. 

Movie-goers who never have seen Lewis 
in person will not realize this. For them 
it still is good to meet, even at second 
hand, the small Rabelaisian distillery 
named Joe E. Lewis — one of the fun- 
niest, most beloved guys around. 8

every hour. TWA also provides 
kosher meals and special meals for 
diabetics and ulcer_patients. 

Northwest: First U. S. line to 


—serve liquor on domestic flights, it 


now offers Japanese beer and sake. 
Before boarding, passengers are 
asked how they like their steaks. 
(Most say “medium.”) Northwest 
also boasts a “Fishermen’s Special” 
that leaves Minneapolis and St. Paul 
every Friday night, puts passengers 
down in Anchorage, Alaska, the next

Delta: On international flights 
you can reserve a special kennel for 
your deg — and have him fed, too. 

Continental: Besides club coach 
service from Chicago to Los Angeles 
Call reserved seats, a stag smoker 
lounge, a bus to meet planes), this 
line now has new DC-7Bs on every 
flight, even tourist. 

Western: Having pioneered 
“champagne” flights in 1954, it now 
offers the “hunt breakfast”——steaks 
and chops from a chafing dish. 


For Busy Businessmen 


Braniff: On a 70-minute flight 
between Dallas and Houston, “The 
Businessman’s Special,” it has a lim- 
ousine waiting to take the business 
commuter downtown. On Latin 
American runs, passengers are met 
by Braniff representatives who help 
with hotel reservations or shopping. 

Obviously none of the services 
remains exclusive very long, so new 
ideas are at a premium. Right now 
TWA is pondering TV and/or 
movies in its planes; Western talks 
of delivering tickets_by messenger; 
Pan-American is considering escala- 
tors for boarding passengers.

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EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the story of 
a middle-aged housewife who lost a 
year of her life to mental illness. To- 
day, recovered, she reveals the details 
of her ordeal because of the hope and 
comfort it can bring the mentally iil, 
and their families, everywhere. 


' HACKENSACK, N. J. 
Mrs. Ethel L. Trehou is an attractive, 
gray-haired 55-year-old. With her hus- 
band, Theodore, and two children, she 
lives in an old, rambling house here. 
Behind the house is a garden full of 


‘The year of life I lost’ 


flowers and vegetables, beautiful testi- 
mony to years of painstaking work by 
the Trehou family. 

Last year Mrs. Trehou’s mother, 
who had been living with the family, 
died of cancer. Before her death, Mrs. 
Trehou became depressed and out of 
sorts. She sought medical treatment. 

A psychiatrist diagnosed her ailment 
as “reactive depression,” a condition 
apparently brought on by some import- 
ant reversal or some great loss in life. 
No one knows how many people suffer 
from this illness, but it is quite com- 


' 


mon following the death of a loved one. 
“It was in March of 1956 that I be- 
gan to feel poorly,” recalls Mrs. Trehou. 
“Mother had said this was her last ill- 
ness. We all knew the cancer would 
catch up with her sooner or later. 


The First Effects 


“I began to feel horrible. I can't 


quite describe it. But I had no de- 
sire to do things, to see people. I guess 
I went into a shell.” 

At the outset of her depression, Mrs. 
Trehou found it difficult to do ordinary 


household chores: she “simply couldn't 
find the ambition.” She felt no desirc 
to work in the garden. She lost her zest 
for living in virtually every respect. 

“I couldn’t even open the refriger- 


ator door,” she says. “It was like look- 


ing into a dungeon. I felt terrible try- 
ing to do the wash. 

“There was no snapping out of it. I 
felt nervous, but I had no desire to do 
things or go anywhere.” 

In the following few months, Mrs. 
Trehou dropped 30 pounds. Quite 
often her husband, a fuel-oil company

dispatcher, had to cook dinner — and 
then do the dishes. 

“| dropped out of the church choir, 
wouldn’t go clothes shopping or to a 
store for food,” she says. 

Adds her husband: “She never 
smiled, never laughed, just sat like a 
stick in a corner, staring.” 

At this point she began psychiatric 
treatment. When the psychiatrist asked 
her to describe how she felt, she “didn’t 
strange and unreal. Trees and flowers 
appeared to have an unusual glow 
about them. 

“Looking out at a beautiful day 
brought no lifting of my spirit. A 


stormy day made no difference to me. 


It seemed important to watch for 
people in the street. I remember — 
although much is hazy — that it was 
important for me to see a neighbor boy 
going off to school.” 

The psychiatrist pondered, observed, 
finally decided to try shock treatment 
for Mrs. Trehou. Usually in this ther- 
apv electrical current, insulin or car- 
ben dioxide is administered to the 
patient in the hope that the illness will 
be favorably affected. * : 


Gain — Then Loss 


“I wasn't reluctant to get shock treat- 
ment,” she says. “As a matter of fact, I 
think I suggested it to the doctor. In 
my case, I lay on a couch, wrapped in 
a blanket. I was given an injection and 
went off to sleep. 

“I felt nothing of the treatment it- 
self. Afterwards, I was always sleepy 
and happy to get home.” 

Mrs. Trehou received more than -a 
dozen shock treatments and showed 
some improvement. 

Then, on August 17, 1956, her 
mother died. Mrs. Trehou says: 

“IT wasn’t upset when it happened. 
Our daughter, Dot, who's a hospital 
technician, called down to me, ‘Grand- 
ma is dead.’ 

“I didn’t feel capable of taking care 
of the funeral arrangements, but I 
don’t believe I was outwardly upset.” 

Inwardly, however, she still was dis- 
tressed. By November, what little gain 
Mrs. Trehou had made was lost. 

“Christmas last year meant nothing 
to me,” she recalls, “I went shopping 
just once. My lack of interest affected 
the entire family. Somehow I did man- 
age to get the Christmas cards out.” 

At this point Mrs. Trehou felt she 
had “sunk a long way” and any im- 
provement would ba slow indeed. 


“Friends said to me that the house 
was depressing.me, that I ought to go 
out and get a job. But I didn’t want to 
get a job. I didn’t want to go anywhere 
or do anything. 

“I was like two people, one standing 
there telling me what a fool I was for 
jist sitting around, the other saying | 
was not able to do anything about it.” 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Trehou’s psychia- 
trist was trying all sorts of therapy. He 
gave her tranquilizers — and other 
drugs. Last March, he prescribed a 
drug called iproniazid (Marsilid), a 
comparatively new preparation which, 
some doctors feel, has an effect oppo- 
site to that of tranquilizers. It is said to 
be a “psychic energizer” — aimed at 
arousing patients from depressed states. 


The Turning Point 


After about a week on the drug, 
there was no change in Mrs, Trehou's 
condition, so the doctor withdrew the 
drug. In a few days, however, she began 
to feel better. The drug was prescribed 
once again — and last May, on a Sat- 
urday, the turning point came. 

Mr. Trehou describes it this way: 

“I was working on the plants out in 
the garden. Suddenly I heard the power 
mower. Then I saw a dress go by. It 
was my wife. 

“I began walking on air. I called all 
the neighbors to come and look.” 

Mrs. Trehou remembers that day, 
too: “I felt about the same as I had be- 
fore, but all at once I decided I was 
going to cut the lawn. It was such a 
treat to want to do something again,

that I just kept going. I trimmed the 
hedges, cleaned the porch windows. 
“I don’t know quite how to explain 
it. I wasn't nervous any more. I really 
had a desire to do things!” 
The next day Mrs. Trehou found six 


‘long-lost tablecloths, “something I 


couldn’t have done the. day before.” 


And the following day she waxed the’ 


kitchen floor. Shortly afterward, she 
got on a bus “just to go window-shop- 
ping in New York City. | 

“I bragged to everyone about it,” she 
says, with a twinkle. “The fact is, I’m 
indulging myself a little now.” 


“it's Hard to Believe” 


Her husband adds: “My gosh, it’s 
hard to believe. She goes around here 
smiling and singing all day. She drums 
on the piano. It’s all different now . . .” 

The case-history notes kept by Mrs. 
Trehou’s psychiatrist are revealing. 
They say in part: “The patient has 
made remarkable progress. The feeling 
of tension, depression and uneasiness 
is gone. She has been doing a great deal 
of work on her lawn, in her house and 
with personal affairs. Best of all, she is 
enjoying it...” 

Last June all medication was 
stopped. Mrs. Trehou now visits her 
psychiatrist only every five weeks or 
so. All in all, she feels that she has 
profited from her “lost year.” “It’s not 
painful to think about,” she says. “Cer- 
tainly, it’s wonderful to be over it. And 
I've learned something: to~be much 
more tolerant of the problems of 
others.” ff 
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IN THE GARDEN Mr. Trehou found the first evidence that his wife was en route to recovery.
